INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 244.—The arrest, 
trial and conviction of Attorney John D. 
Rheinhold which occurred last month, for 
burglary, was one of the sensations of the 
city It was shown in evidence that Rheinhold 
was the brains ofa gang ot robbers whose 
crimes had long mystefied the police.

Efforts will at once 
be made to reopen the case and secure the 
freedom of Rheinbhold. 


IS HE THE RIPPER? 


THE MARSEILLES MURDERER STILL ELUDES THE 
VIGILANCE OF THE POLICE. 

LoNpoN, July 24.—the horrible murders 
which have occurred within the past few 
days at Marseilles have stirred the vigilance 
of the sleuths of Scotland Yard. They now 
believe that the Whitechapel fiend is the per- 
petrator of the atrocious deeds at the French 
seaport. In support of this belief is the fact 
that at the time of the commission of the 
London crimes the theory that Jack the Rip- 
per was a seafaring man was fairly well es- 
tablished by several circumstances, and that 
he should choose a seaport for his next fleld 
of operations is a reasonable suggestion. 

There is a strong similarity in the work of 
the Marseilles murderer and that of the Rip- 
per. The victims are females of the lowest 
order, and their bodies were shockingly mu- 
tilated and in the same manner as were 
those of the unfortunates in Whitechapel. It 
remains to be seen whether the French po- 
lice are keener of scent than their fellows on 
this side of the channel.

THE FAIR POISONER BEGINS HER LIFE TERM AT 
WAUPUN. 

LANCASTER, Wis., July 24.—Rose Zoldoski 
was removed to Waupun penitentiary yester- 
day ona sentence of life imprisonment for 
poisoning Emma Mally. When leaving the 
county jail Rose broke down completely and 
was carried across the little stretch of lawn 
between the jail door and the gates.

The Murderer of John Bradly Executed 
at Atlanta, Ga. 


ALL EFFORTS TO SECURE A REPRIEVE 
PROVE FUTILE. 


Gov. Norther Refuses to Interfere—The 
Plea of Insanity Set Forward by the 
Doomed Man’s Friends—Story of the 
Killing and the Slight Provocation for 
Murder. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 24.—The wanton mur- 
der of John Bradly has been avenged. At 
12:30 to-day the trap was sprung and Charles 
M. Oaburn passed into eternity. There was 
no hitch, no bungling. The Sheriff’s work 
was well done. The execution  oc- 
curred in the jail yard and was 
witnessed by few people outside 
the jail officials, physicians and the clergy- 
man who attended the doomed man on the 
gallows. Ozburn was informed this morning 
that the Governor had positively and finally 
refused, to interfere. The Sheriff told him to 
prepare for death. The prisoner seemed to 
rouse himself from the stupor into 
which he had fallen and came 
to realize that the end was 
near. He was prepared for the scaffold and 
dade good-bye to his attendants. He made 
no statement and went to his death calmly. 

After the life was pronounced extinct by 
the physicians the body was cut down by the 
Sheriff and given to relatives, who will inter 
it in the family lot in the City Cemetery. 


Ozburn was to have been executed thirty 
days ago, but a respite was granted by the 
Governor on the plea of physicians who 
claimed that he was dying and that he had 
become insane. The request fora reprieve 
was accompanied bya statement from the 
jury who had convicted him, also asking for 
a stay of execution. For the past three 


e his physical condition has been very 


bad, and his weight has diminished from 180 
to about 100 pounds. He has been stimu- 
lated with whisky and morphine, Under the 
law covering such cases, the Sheriff sum- 
moneda jury andthe question of the con- 
demned man’s sanity was fully discussed with 
the ordinary acting as Judge. Had he been 
declared insane he would have been sent to 
the lunatic asylum until his mind should be 
„ N when he would have been re- sen- 
ced and executed. The jury, however, 
after a full investigation declared him sane, 
but recommended the Governor to give him a 
respite of thirty days on account of his phys- 
ical condition. This the Governor consented 
to do and the respite was issued. 
Ozburn was one of the best known busine ss 


men of Atlanta. He was a wholesale com- : 


mission merchant. John Dr adley, a retailer, 
who dally transacted business with Ozbarn, 
on the 17th of last July disputed the correct- 
ness of a bill that had been rendered by the 
co mmission house. The amount involved 
was trifiing, but Ozburn became enraged at 
the accusation. He armed himself and went 
to a barber shop for a shave, and, telling the 
barber that he would fill a coffin before night, 
proceeded at once to Bradley's store, shoot- 
ing him five times after a few words had 
passed between them, Bradley was an in- 
dustrious citizen and eft a wife and several 
small children. 

To the very last the doomed man’s friends 
have worked zealously to save his life. A 
movement was set on foot yesterday by mem. 
bers of the Legislature to have his sentence 
commuted to life imprisonment: A resolu- 
tion to that effect was pushed with zeal, but 
after an exciting debate it was tabled. 

Three little children of Ozburn’s victim 
witnessed the execution. 


JUDGE SPEER’S DECISION. 


Usurious Contracts Cannot Be Enforced— 
Given a Monopoly. 

AvuGusTA, Ga., July 24.—Judge Emery Speer, 
in the United States District Court for the 
Southern District of Georgia, has rendered 
an important decision in the case of Turner 
OC. Thomas, administrator, vs. the American 
Freehold Land & Mortgage Co. of London, on 
notes payable at the office of the Corbin 
Banking Oo. of New York. This company 
jends money to farmers and takes mortgages 
on land to secure payments. Under the 
terms of the agreements the company had 
the right to foreclose on failure to meet any 
note when due. This was done in the Thomas 
case and judgment was entered 
up in the United States Court 
according to the terms of 
agreement. Administrator Thomas brought 
a motion to set aside the -judgment and sale 
made thereunder on the ground that the con- 
tract was conditional, and though no defense 
was filed the Court could not enter judgment 
except on the verdict ofa jury declaring 
that the conditions had been violated. The 
case was argued some weeks ago, and Judge 
Speer has rendered a decision sustaining the 
above position. Hundreds of similar judg- 
ments have been taken throughout this sec- 
tion, and the decision will probably give rise 
to extensive litigation. In the Thomas case 
the amount borrowed was $5,000, of which 
the borrower received $4,000, giving yearly 
notes bearing 8 per cent interest for the full 
amount. In similar cases Judge Speer has 
held heretofore that usurious contracts could 
not be enforced, and only the principal could

A CRISIS IN THE COAL CREEK MINE REG- 
ION OF TENNESSER. 


State Soldiery. 


VAST QUANTITIES OF ARMS AND AM- 
MUNITION BEING SHIPPED. 


The Strikers Threaten to Send the Con- 
viots Back When the Militia Leave— 
The Situation More Discouraging To- 
Day—The Removal of the Oonvicts.— 
Gov. Buchanan Will Not Consider 
Anything Compromising to the State— 
Another 
Day. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 2.—The early 
morning wore along with the expectancy 
each hour that the troops would be ordered to 
move. But at noon it was known that no 
troops would move to-day, at least not until 
late this evening. Great excitement reigns 
in all the Coal Creek mine re- 
gion. The miners ‘say that they will 
not fight the troops, but will release the con- 
victs Just so soon as the troops are removed. 
There are many of the leaders in the city who 
say that unless the Governor yields to their 
demands the convicts at Oliver Springs, 
and ‘‘in Anderson County also,’’ will be 
released. Oneof those who came herejyes- 
terday evening to see the Governor has 
openly boasted of this. It is known this 
morning that miners have envoys in the 
city who are attempting to corrupt the 
militia and learn what their feelings are. 
Officers on duty were besieged by these men 
yesterday for permission to go within the 
lines. Public sentiment in this city is 
aroused as it never has been in favor of law 
and order. Onehearsmany men say that 
unless the Governor speedily acts a public 
call should be made on the 
President for aid. One thing is 
sure, A crisis must come and that soon. Of 
allthe unfortunate affairs, nothing is more 
to be regretted than thedelay. The delay 
has caused many of the miners tosay that 
public sentiment ison their side and these 
say they will fight now if the troops are sent. 

MANY ARMS. 

Many Winchester rifies and vast quantities 
of cartridges have been shipped last night 
and this morning to the mine region, This 
has been brought about by thedelay. If the 
troops had remained on the grounds there 
have deen no trouble, but 
they invited attack. Gibson's speech 
has become generally circulated and ts still 
doing much harm, There is talk here of im- 
peachment proceedings against him before 
the Legislature, when it assembles, In this 
trying hour the law abiding’ citizens 
of Middle and West Tennessee must 
stand true to law and order. 
A vast majority of East Tennesseeans are 
with them. All concede that Gov. Buchanan 
is in a most trying position. When seen this 
morning he said the convicts would go back 
to the mines and remain there so long as the 
law was on the statute books. 
The State has suffered by invasion 
from Kentucky and it is absolutely a 
fact that telegrams have been received from 
several mines in Kentucky offering aid 
to strikers and mobs. The end is not yet and 
the situation is viewed with more alarm now 
than ever. There are reports that the Goy- 
ernor will take the convicts and go alone to 
the stockades. 

ANOTHER CONFERENCE PROBABLE. 

Another and final conference will probably 
be held this afternoon between the Governor 
and representatives ofthe miners. Some in- 
fluential representatives of labor organisa - 
tions advise the miners to recede from their 
position relative to an armistice for 
sixty days, and there is hope 
of a peaceful solution in that way. It is 
known that Gov. Buchanan will not under 
any circumstances seriously consider any- 
thing which has theappearance of com pro- 
mising the State. If the members 
of the militia be again ordered 
to Briceville the question of their duty may 
be raised, and it may possibly become preju- 
dicial to military discipline. There is so far 
as can be seen no danger of any serious 
trouble anywhere to-day. 

THE SITUATION DISCOURAGING. 

Yesterday the situation was moreencour- 
aging than at any time since the 
beginning of the mine troubles ; 
to-day it is more discouraging 
than ever. Gov. Buchanan last night re- 
ceived the committee of miners with resolu- 
tions from the mass meeting at Coal Creek. 
He positively declined to accede to the pro- 
visions contained in them, and after fruitless 
discussion the committee withdrew with 
the understanding that they would 
call on the Governor again this morning with 
view to a final effort to induce him to accept 
the proposed armistice. Gov. Buchanan and

Those having business in the Probate Court 
at 10:30 o’clock this morning were startled 
by. cries coming from the Judge’s private 
room.

Hurried footsteps and 
sounds of a struggle were heard within the 
private judicial chamber, and the door lead-' 
ing to the Probate Court room was hurriedly 
shut. Those in the’ outer office 
looked askance at each other, but 


the matter was soon explained by the court 


officers. The cause ot the commotion was a 
patient from the Insane Asylum who had 
brought to the Probate Court 
and who was taken with a fit, It was his 
cries which were heard, and it was the at- 
to soothe him which pro- 
duced the sounds of the struggle. The door 
was shut for the twofold purpose of 
keeping out the curious and also facilitating 


the control of the patient. 


The affair though serious for one of the 
parties concerned, was regarded as a huge 
joke by the officials of the court, The patient 


- was William Arty, aged 18 years, and he has 


been confined at the asylum for six months. 

His mother, Mrs. Anna Boes, lives at 2206 
Morgan. The father of the young man is 
dead, andthe mother remarried, There is 
a younger son aged 12 and the children re. 
cently fell heir to a pension claim, 
their father having been a soldier in the 
Union Army. It was to settle this that the 
matter came up in the Probate Court, as a 
curator had to be appointed. 

The usual procedure in appointing a guar- 
dian or curator who is confined at the asylum 
is to notify the Probate Court, which issues 
an order to the insane person 
to appear and cheese a guardian if he 
is over 14 years old.This is purely a matter of 
form to satisfy legal requirements. The 
patient is left in the asylum, and 
the matter is acted on by the court

443 was very much’ surprised to see that 
article in the newspapers, and do not know 
how the Times could have got it, began Mr. 
Niedringhaus. ‘‘It is not exactly cor- 
rect, however, In the first place 
I did not write Commissioner Owen 
a letter at all; I telegraphed him. Further- 
more, I did not ask whether I could import 
labor. I knew that I could do that. The law 


passed in 1888 is very plain on that subject 


and Fknew that under it I could import 
labor, What I did asx Commissioner 
Owen in my telegram was whether it would 
be necessary to go through any form in im- 
porting labor, and if so, what it was. He 
telegraphed back that it was not and that he 
would write me particulars. I am now wait - 
ing to receive his jetter.’’ 

Do you expect to import Welshmen or 
Germans to work tn your tin - plate milis?’’ 

**I shall probably engage Welshmen, Eng- 
lishmen and Germans. I do not think I 
shall confine myself to any one particular 
class of laborers.’’ 

THOUSANDS OF LABORERS COMING. 

„How many men do you expect to bring 
over?’’ 

hat I cannot tell just yet, but from what 
I can learn there will be a few thou- 
sand ali told come to this 
country. The Tin-plate Manufacturers 
Association inthis country has twenty-two 
members, and I have seen it stated in news- 
papers that thousands of workmen would 
come here to work in the various 
mills to be operated. All the 
members of the association are not 
going to make finished tin plate, some mak- 
ing only the rough goods. This association is 
merely formed forthe purpose of the mem- 
bers giving to each other the benefits of their 
experiences, so that we can perfect the 
manufacture of the plate as soon as possible. 
It is necessasy to have some association of 
this kind among manufacturers to perfect 
any new industry. 

„How many men will you employ at your 
mill?“ 

‘*Well, if you inelude the rolling of the iron 
from the pig, whichis really part of the in- 
dustry, we will probably have 300 or 400 men 
and probably as high as 500 
in the iron department, however, 
we will not need foreign labor, as 
American workmen can do that part of the 
job. It is only in thetin-plate work proper 
that we will need foreigners, as the workmen 
of this country do not understand that branch 
of the business, it being anew industry. It 
is necessary for us to secure skilled labor at 
the outset and we can only do 60 
by importing workmen, Americans 
can learn it afterward and we 
expect to employ American-born workmen 
whenever we can. We feel it our duty to do 
so. The foreigners are needed to instruct 
our workmen, however, in the business. 
Nearly all the mills in Wales are shut down 
and the workmen on the other side will be 
glad to come to this country, as they get 
nearly 100 per cent better pay here and in 
some instances more even than that. 

When do you expect to start your tin- 
plate milis?’’ 

„We should have had them in operation 
before this only forthe delay experienced in 
getting the Municipal Assembly to close the 
street there so thatthe mills could be built. 
We expect, however, to have everything 
ready within thirty days and shall get to 
work as soon as possible. 

Then you willimport your foreign labor in 
time to set the men at work as soon as the 
mills are ready?’’ 

BENEFIT OF FOREIGN LABOR. 

Tes, that is the idea. People talk about 
the milis doing no good to the city because 
roreign labor will be employed there. It in- 
creases the population ‘of the city and any- 
thing which does that certainly benefits 
a place. Besides these foreign workmen 
cannot live on air. They must eat and wear 
clothes and have somewhere to sleep. Their 
money is spent in the city where they are em 
ployed. No doubt many of them, too, will 
buy little homes for themselves.’’ 

„In what particular branches of the tin 
plate work are skilled laborers necessary?’’ 

They are needed in several departments, 
as the industry is a new one in this 
country. We shall give American 
workmen employment wherever we can 
use them and we expect to instruct Amer!i- 
cans in the industry as I have stated. On 
that one roller we now have at the works we 
employ Americans, and it is American boys 
who make the tin plate we now turn 
out. Besides we intend to use cot 
ton seed, instead of palm oil 
which is used on the other side. We find itis 
not only as good but better for the work than 
the palm oil. This use of cotton-seed oil 
benefits the Southern planter, and we will 
use Missouri pig iron and Illinois coal.

An Alleged Conspiracy Against River 
Shippers—Some Facts in Reference to 
Fires on Vessels Laden With Cotton— 
Cigar Smokers and Their Varying De- 
mands on the Trade. 


It St. Louisans and others are not care - 
ful,’’ said Waldo 8. Richard of the Engineer 
Bureau, who passed through the city this 
morning, ‘‘the railroads will greatly dimin- 
ish the value of the ississippi as a water- 
way. The importance of the river has greatly 
increased during the last three or four years, 
owing to the better manner in which the 
barge linesare managed and the improve- 
ments in the channel, and the income of 
many of the Southern roads has been 
seriously diminished thereby. There is only 
one wayin which this competition can be 
hampered and that is tobuild low bridges 
with plers not far apart. The railroad com- 
panies recognize this fact, and if they can 
they win do forthe Mississippi what they 
have done for the Ohio. The Memphis bridge 
was an outrage. The engineers, who have 
long been at work on theriver, and take a 
professional pride in increasing its naviga- 
bility, protested against the spans being so 
short andthe bridgeso low, and their pro- 
tests were strengthened bythe fact thata 
boat was sent to the bottom by striking one 
of the pliers. But the railroad men hada 
strong lobby at Washington and car- 
ried their bill through. Encour- 
aged by this success there are 
now at least four schemes brewing, how 
many more I do not know, for putting bridges 
over the river where they will do the rau - 
roads most good and river shipments most 
harm. The railroad engineers certainly un- 
derstand their business well. They choose a 
point for crossing where at high water there 
will be a current transverse to a plier, and 
against this pier a tow is very likely to be 
swept, Unless something is done by those 
interested in river traffic, when Congress 
meets several very bad bills in reference to 
bridging the river will be passed, as protests 
of engineer officers are little regarded, they 
having no political influence.’’

Money Shipments for Moving the Crops— 
A Favorable Situation.

The tide of money for moving the crops is ) 


setting strongly westward. small amounts 
have been shipped from time to time during 
the past ten days, but yesterday was regard - 
ed as the beginning of the money-moving 
season, which immediately precedes the 


crop-moving period. The financial situation 
this year is peculiar. Eastern cities, es- 
laily New York and Boston, never owed 
he Western banks so much money at this 
time of the year as they do now. The cause 
of this is the heavy drift of gold to- 
ward Europe, which has been g0- 
ing on for several months. The Eastern 
financial centers to meet the drain were 
obliged to call upon the Western banks and 
the money has not yet been returned, With 
the Euro n demand for gold still continu. 
ing, and the largest crop that has been grown 
for years to be moved, the situation pre- 
sented features that were regarded by many 
financiers as threatening, and a stringency in 
the Eastern money markets has prevailed for 
some time past, owing to the anticipated 
demands on the banks for moving the crops, 
The demand that would be made has been 
exaggerated, not because of the amount of 
money required for moving the crops had 
been overestimated, but because the 
Government disbursements in the Miss- 
ata Valley had been underestimated. 
The Western banks will not be obliged to call 
upon New York and Boston to nearly the cus- 
tomary extent, owing to the fact that so 
ch more than the current amount of gov- 
ermment money is coming into their rs. 
Sbas very considerably eased the finan- 

ial situation in the East, although money 1s 
still by no means plenty, and speculation in 
stocks is consequently dull. Rallroad stocks: 
are holding their ownwell in anticipation of 
remarkably large returns from the freight 
departments, and if there were no fears of 
arate war prices would go much higher. 
Nearly all unite in predicting a very 
easy money market for the fall and winter. 
The shipments of gold to Europe have been 
occasioned by financial stringencies on the 
other side of the Atlantic, and to raise funds 
to meet the demand. American securities 
have Deen largely sold by European invest - 
ors. This year Europe will have to invest 
much more heavily than usual in American 
gricultaral products. The n crop of 
uthern Europe has been Known to be a 
failure, and now from Hungary, Austria, 
Germany and especially from Southern 
Russia,come reports showing that the wheat 
of the Northern countries is notin much 
better condition. The output of Southern 
Russia in particular is much smaller than had 
been calculated upon a few weeks 12 and 
the demand for American wheat will even

SECOND DISTRICT POLICE COURT. 


‘THEIR BRUTAL TREATMENT OF AN IRON 
MOUNTAIN FLAGMAN. 


He Tried to Stop Them From Driving in 
Front of a Train and Was Knocked 
Down and Kicked—A Negro Who 
Thought Hig Skull Was Broken—Police 
News. 


The same dog catchers who threw Wille 


Maier into a dog wagon three years ago on 
Tenth and O'Fallon streets and shocked the 
community with their brutality again came 
to the police in another affair almost as bru- 
tal, which occurred at the railroad crossing 
on Lesperence street yesterday evening. 
This time, however, their victim was a 
feeble old man, a watchman 
at the crossing, named Joseph Bro- 
hammer, who is about 60 years of age, 
Brohammer limped into the Four Courts 
bullding this morning and told a story to 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep which 
caused a warrant to be issued against George 
Guirke and another dog catcher, 
named Angelrodt, charging them with 
assault to kill, The old man groaned with 
pain atevery step, and showed his bruised 
and battered face and body in corroboration 
of his statement. Last evening he saw the 
dog-catchers’ wagon coming towards him 
at the crossing, and at the same time 
saw an evening train running down from the 
city. He halloed to the dog catchers to hurry 
up and get across before the train came. He 
did this in a friendly spirit hoping to save 
them the delay in waiting for thetrain to pass 
by. In return for this act of kindness 
the dog-catchers told him to go to the sul- 
phurous regions and continued to drive slow. 
Seeing they could not get aGross the tracks in 
time at the speed they were going, 
Brohammer stepped into the middle 
of the road and threw up his flag. 
The dog catchers told him to get out of the 
way. The old man refused. The men in the 
wagon then tried to run him down, but he 
caught the horses bridle and held on. 
KNOCKED THE OLD MAN DOWN. 

This angered the dog catchers, and one of 
them, supposed to be Guirke, jumped 
of. Walking up to the old man he struck 
him a sounding blow in the face which felled 
him totheearth. He arose and tried to de- 
fend himself with his short flag stick, but 
was again knocked down by a blow from the 
burly dog-catcher. Angelrodt had in 
the mean time left the wagon and walking up 
to the old man lying in the street, kicked him 
several times inthe hips and sides, almost 
fracturingarib. The train passed by and 
the dog-catche left the scene very 
hurriedly, as residents who had 
witnessed the assault were rushing to the old 
man's rescue. He was taken home and this 
morning, though hardly able to get about, 
made his way to the Four Courts. Guirke 
and Anglerodt are well known to the police 
and their arrest will be accomplished to-day. 

These two men and another named Burke, 
who died not long ago, composed the trio 
which handled the Maler boy so brutally. 
Since then they have been arrested 
for an assault on two Laclede 
Gas-Light Co. “'s workmen, who tried 
to save a pup on Compton

THE BRITISH BARK SYRINGA REPORTED 
PARTIALLY DESTROYED. 


Entire Destruction ofthe Cargo—An Old 
Soap Factory Burned-—Block of Busi- 
ness Bulldings in Ashes—Other Fires 
of the Day. 


PHILADELPHIA, Fa., July 24,—The British 
bark Syringa, Capt. Baker, which left this 
port on Tuesday bound for Vigo, Spain, 
caught fire and was parttally destroyed off 
the Fourteen Fathom Bank Light yesterday 
morning. The captain, his officers and crew 
were rescued by the tug Reliance, although 
the second mate and two of the seamen were 
severely scorched about the hands while bat- 
tung with the flames. Tha Syringa cleared 
the Custom-house here last Monday laden 
with 22,000 cases of crude petroleum, aggre- 
gating 220,000 gallons and valued at 
$17,000, She galled on the following 
day. Her destination was Vigo. 
She was commanded by Capt. Jos. Baker, an 
Englishman, who was accompanied by hig 
wife and two children and Miss Day of this 
city, who was going abroad as companion to 
the Captain's wife. Capt. Baker lives at Liv- 
erpool, where his vessel was also listed. The 
Syringa was built at New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, in 1875. She was 145 feet 5 inches long, 
82 feet 6inches beam and her depth of hold

IMPORTING CHEAP LABOR.

The discovery that Mr. NIEDRINGHAUS 


| can import tin-plate makers from Wales 


under aproviso of the contract labor law 
and then employ them in his rolling mill 
or other works to take the place of Ameri- 
can strikers, without violating the law, 
was not made for the first. time for his 
benefit or at his instance. 

It has been notorious for years that the 
law was so easily evaded as to be no bar at 
all to the importation of any amount of 
„Europe's pauper labor, and that 
more of 8 labor has been 
imported by contract since the enactment 
of the law than before. The only effect 
of that law so far has been to delude some 
American workmen with a prospect of de- 
riving some benefit from protective duties 
designed to make our manufacturing cor- 
porations and combines independent of 
European competition. 

Every day brings news of strikers re- 
placed by imported labor whenever and 
wherever workers strike for a share of the 
tribute which protection forces the masses 
to pay the millionaire combinations that 
control our protected industries, The 
wage earner gets nothing from protection 
but increased prices on what he buys, and 
one of the most impressive and instructive 
features of our current history is the fact 
that the great centers of these protected 
industries are the storm centers of our 
labor troubles and distresses.

THE BADEN BILL. 


The people along the Baden Street Rail- 
way and all the property-holders in that 
vicinity will unquestionably be greatly 
benefited by having the 10-cent fare they 
now pay the Baden road wiped out, and by 
securing electric and ‘cable-car service at 
one fare from Baden the whole length of 
the St. Louis Railway Co.’s line. 

But the $500,000 which the city is asked 
to pay the company for conferring this 
benefit upon them would be a very high 
price to pay for such a benefit to a few peo- 
ple who will probably get it soon without 
any cost to the city. The extension of 
other lines along Florissant avenue to the 
cemeteries and the competition of steam 
railroads for Baden traffic are -forcing the 
St. Louis Railway Co. to absorb the Baden 
line and make the proposed reduction for 
its own protection. 

The subsidy demanded for this exten- 
sion would be a gift of $500,000 of tax- 
payers’ money to a corporation that ought 
to be willing and could well afford to pay 
twice that sum for the franchise already 
given toit by thecity. If t Municipal 
Assembly comes to the conclusion that the 
city ought now to buy the Baden road for 
this Chicago syndicate and pay the cost 
of operating it besides for the next fifty 
years, the members will have to discover 
benefits in the proposition that are not vis- 
ible to the average citizen.

SMALL STEALING. 


The letting of contracts for supplying 
the State with paper is supposed to be con- 
ducted in a way to secure the State the 
benefit of the lowest bids offered by the 
paper trade, Thatit isso managed as to 
make the State pay fancy prices for all it 
gets, and to enable somebody to pocket 
the difference between that price and the 
lowest bid, appears from the statement 
copied in another column from the Paper 
Trade Journal. 

By requiring that each bid shall include 
a long list of articles, which the State will 
take in very small quantities, with others 
that will be taken in large quantities, the 
fraud upon the State is easily managed. 
The bidder who is willing to“ stand in“ 
with the letters of the contract, and to 
**divvy up’’ in return for valuable private 
information withheld from other bidders, 
can easily arrange his bids so as to average 
below the others yet cost the State far 
more than those sent in with honest re- 
gard for the cost of each article. 

This collusion and fraudulent lumping 
of bids would soon be stopped by an admin- 
istration or a Legislature too honest to 
indulge party servants and favorites in 
such steals as this and the coal oil fee 
grab. The disposition of Legislatures and 
administrations to wink at any stealing 
not large enough to excite and arouse the 
people, is the foster-mother of all chat offi- 
cial corruption which sooner or later re- 
sorts to treasury looting on a grander 
scale and produces our most disgraceful 
acandals.

RESULT OF THE ELECTION IN WISBECK DI- 
VISION OF CAMBRIDGESHIRE. 


The Conservative Parliamentary Candi- 
date Defeated by a Large Majority.

Lonpon, July 24.— The election held yester- 
day in the North of Wisbeck division of Cam- 
bridgeshire for a successor in Parliament to 
the late O. W. Selwyn (Conservative) ro- 
sulted in another victory for the Liberals. 
The result was as follows: The Hon. Arthur 
Brand (Liberal), 3,979; Mr. Duncan (Conserv- 
ative), 8,719. Liberal majority, 260. 

At the last election Capt. Selwyn (Conserv- 
ative) received 4,169 votes to 3,083 votes re- 
ceived by Mr. John Rigby (Home Ruler), de- 
feating the latter by a majority of 1,087, 


AFFAIRS AT THE VATICAN 


THE PROJECTED AMERICAN REVIEW—AN INCOR- 
RECT REPORT EXPLAINED. 

Rome, July 24.—It is stated on high authort- 
ty that the Holy See will not give its consent 
tothe projected American review which it 
was announced was shortly to appear at 


Rome under the title of the Roman Messenger. | 


The journal was to make a special feature of 
articles solely devoted to the various relig- 
ious questions in the United States. The pro- 
moters of the enterprise are undaunted, how- 
ever, and continue their labors with entire 
belief of their ultimate success. 

AN INCORRECT REPORT. 

The Vatican declares the reports published 
inthe European press to the effect that the 
protocol of the new Triple Alliance would 
contain a clause concerning the next con- 
clave of cardinals is incorrect. The truth is 
as follows: At the beginning of last winter 
Sig. Crisp! sounded the allied cabinets as to 
their probable attitude at the next conclave. 
Sig. Crispi pretended that the Sacred Oollege 
was hostile to the Triple Alliancd, and that in 
the event of a vacancy it would nominate a 
Pope whose election would constitute a di- 
rect protest against the Triple Alliance. At 
the same time he organized a brisk campaign 
in the official journals against the Vatican, 
trying to demonstrate that it was the policy 
of Italy to endeavor to control the next con- 
clave. The fall of Sig. Crispi upset his plans, 
and the Marquis Di Rudini, his successor, did 
not show himself so persuaded as to the ulti- 
mate success of the project. Accordingly, 
when Mgr. Galimberti, the Pope’s nuncio at 
Vienna, got wind of the scheme he did not 
encounter much difficulty in preventing the 
introduction of the proposed clause in the 
new treaty. 

THE DUKE OF NORFOLK’S MISSION. 

The declarations made inthe British Par- 
Hament by Lord Salisbury on the subject of 
the mission of the Duke of Norfolk tothe 
Vatican, showing that England before open- 
ing negotiations with the Pope informed 
Sig. Crispi of her intention to do so have pro- 
duced a most unfavorable impression in high 
ecclesiastical circles, The Holy See would 
never accept such a situation. It is claimed 
that the Vatican should be absolutely free in 
her relations with the powers, and if the 
principle that all relations between foreign 
powers and the Vatican must be first sub- 
mitted to the Italian Government were to be 
admitted, it would place these relations ona 
false basis. The declarations of Lord Salis 
bury also confirmed the ideas of Cardinal 
Manning, who in his letters to the Pope al- 
ways contended that official diplomatic rela- 
tions with England were impossible or at 
least dangerous. Cardinal Manning in his 
letters supported the views of Cardinal Gib- 
bons and Ar¢hbishop Ireland, holding that 
the Bishops were the natural representa- 
tives of the people and of the Holy See. 
These democratic ideas continue to make 
much progress at the Vatican. It is asserted 
that the Secretary of State has made known 
to the Presidents of the various Catholic Na- 
tional Congresses that Catholics should be- 
fore everything watch the interests of the 
people and cease to occupy themselves with 
dynasties. 

PETER’S PENCE, 

The administration of St. Peter's pence is 
continuing its inquiry into the regime of 
Mgr. Folch!i. The inigquiry is held in secret. 
The results, however, will soon be made 
known. The Vatican bas been requested to 
publish a full official statement of the policy 
of the funds in order to tranquilize Catholic 
opinion which isat present much agitated 
over the recent revelations, It is is reported 
that Mgr, Folchi will shortly publish a 
pamphiet justifying his position in respect to 
the funds. At the Vatican it is thought to 
be exceedingly improbable that Mgr. Folchi 
will commit such on error of judgment. 

FRESH TROUBLE. 

Fresh trouble has arisen between the Pope 
and the Italian Government. The Govern- 
ment has closed several parish churches 
which, having had their sources of revenue 
confiscated, found themselves no longer able 
to provide the expenses of public worship. 
It is expected that the Holy See will shortly 
publish a protest against this action, 

RELATIONS WITH FRANCE. 

It is said that Mgr, Ferrata, the new Papal 
Nuncio at Paris, mapped out with the Pope a 
line of conduct for the application in France 
of the Republican policy of Cardinal Lavig- 
erie. It will mean the support of the Con. 
stitutional Right party of M. Piou in the

PILGRIMS MURDERED. 


4 SAVAGE FIGHT BETWEEN JEWS AND TURKS 
AT JAFFA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 24.—A serious anti- 
Jewish riot had taken place at Jaffa, where 
for some time past Russian Jews have been 
arriving in large numbers despite the im- 


perative orders received by the authorities | 


from the Porte that no Jews be permitted to 
land except those going on a pligrimage to 
Jerausulem and these only upon a solemn 
agreement to return within a reasonable 
period. The expelled Russian Jews refused 
admission into any of the countries abutting 
upon Russia, took advantage of the pul- 

mage clause in the Turkish order of prohi- 

tion and entered the Turkish territory in 
such large numbers as to at once arouse sus 
picion that a large majority of ‘‘pilgrims’’ 
were immigrants of a most undesirable kind. 
Accordingly the authorities absolutely re- 
fusedto admit any more of them whether 
pilgrims or not, and the Jews stood firmly on 
their religious rights, which they declared 
had been respected by the Government at 
Constantinople and could not be ignored by 
any of the Sultan’s subordinates. The latter 
did ignore them, however, and a savage fight 
ensued, necessitating a considerable rein- 
forcement of the loca] military before the 
disturbance was quelled. In the melee a 
number of the Jews were killed, a much 
larger number injured and several soldiers 
were hurt. 


THE COBURG FAMILY. 


MUCH INTEREST IN THE COUNCIL TO BE HELD 
IN HUNGARY. 

Loxpox, July 21. —-Advices from Sofia state 
that deep interest is felt in the Bulgarian 
eapital in the outcome of the Coburg family 
council, which it is expected will be held at 
the estate of the Archduke Joseph in Hun- 
gary ina few days. The meeting is under- 
stood to most deeply concern Prince Ferdi- 
nand, inasmuch as it is believed to have been 
called to discuss the matrimonial prospects 
of the Bulgarian ruler.

ONCE WEALTHY, BUT NOW FRIENDLESS 


AND PENNILESS. 


The Romantic Career of the Once Fore- 
most Business Man of New Haven, 
Conn.—Now Dying in a Hospital— 
Great Liberality. 


New Havew, Conn., July 24.—There is in 
the New Haven Hospital a man, almost 
friendless and penniless, who is dying from a 
complication of diseases, Thirty years ago he 
was the formost man In the business affairs 
of thatcity. His name is Benjamin Noyes. 
He was President of the American National 
Life & Trust Co. In this capacity his 
methods were open to criticism and censure, 
put his good deeds should fot be forgotten. 
He bullt the insurance building ata cost of 
$2,000. It is a massive structure of six- 
stories with granite and marble front of very 
imposing appearance and is noted for its 
solidity and architectural beauty. The richest 
corporation In NewHaven acorporation witha 
world-wide reputation, is the Winchester 
Repeating Arms Co. Thirty years ago this 
company was stranded. The late Gov. 
Winchester, its President, was besieged with 
obligations of all kinds that ‘he could not 
meet. It was finally decided to make an as - 
signment and to effect a new organization. 
Papers were drawn up to that end and a time 
appointed to have them signed and exe- 
cuted. At this juncture the President thought 
of Benjamin Noyes, and as a last resort he 
thought he would ask him for assistance. 
Meeting him he said: 

„Mr. Noyes, unless Ican get financial aid I 
am a ruined man.’ 

How much money do you require?“ asked 
Mr. Noyes. 

I must have 80, 000, said the President. 

Quick asa flash the response came: ‘‘I 
will let you have the money if you can get 
good endorsement. 

There wastherub. Bat persistent and in- 
telligent industry in this direction finally 
resulted in getting a number of responsible 
gentiemen who endorsed for the amount. 
The sum of $40,000 was counted out in cur- 
rency and put into an old piece of paper and 
tied up with a piece of common hemp twine 
and placed at the disposal of the president. 
On the afternoon of the day appointed for the 
assignment he drove up in his buggy and 
took his little bundle up to the office and put 
it into his desk. 

ON THE NICK OF TIME. 

The directors all being present, one sald: 
„he papers of assignment are ready; if you 
will affix your signatures the matter will be 
settied.”’ 

Just then the President, with a faint smile 
encircling his broad mouth, opened his desk, 
took out his old brown paper package and 
slowly untying it said: 

Gentlemen, since I saw you last I! have 
changed my mind. Ihave now decided to 
lift the indeDtedness of this corporation my- 
self and to assume its entire control. 

As the $40,000 loomed up in their naked elo- 
quence, appearing almost lite a miracle, the 
astonishment of the stockholders was 
most impressive, but they were satisfied 
that it was real money and that the 
Governor was himself again. From that mo- 
ment the fortune of O. F. Winchester was 
made. His star began to ascend, slowly at 
first, but it rose rapidly afterward, and to- 
day money flows into the coffers of this cor- 
poration like a pouring rain into a reservoir. 
When the war broke out in 1861 Gov. Bucking- 
ham issued a proclamation that Connecticut 
should furnish ber quota of soldiers for serv- 
ice. NO one seemed to know whatto do. 
There was no money in the State Treasury for 
war purposes, and ifaction were deferred 
until the Legislature could be convened the 
enemy would be in Washington and devastate 
the country. 

7 PATRIOTIC AND LIBERAL. 

The bank Presidents of Hartford and New 
Haven held a meeting, and they decided that 
they had no authority to advance money. 
But money must be had at once. Who was 
the man for the occasion? Benjamin Noyes 
sat in his office and realized that it was nec- 
essary for some decisive action to be taken 
immediately. Reaching up to his telegrape 
blanks he took down one and wrote: 

To Gov. Buckingham: 

Draw on me at sight for $50,000. B. Norzs. 

Justafterward an officer of the company, 
who was also a bank president, came in and 
said that he could not see what could be done, 
as the bank presidents haa decided that they 
had no authority to act. Just then he saw 
the dispatch about to be flashed over the 
wire. He said: ‘‘How’s this? This company 
has not authorized this action.“ 

Noyes replied: ‘‘This is an emergency; we 
cannot wait for formality. The Union must 
besaved. If the Republic is ruined we are 
all ruined.’’ 

Directly another bank president dropped 
m. He realized that money must be had to 
raiseand equip the seldiers, but conld not 
see what course should be pursued. He 
said: **What can we do about it?“ 

Noyes, inspired with patriotism said: 
Why, do what Ihave done.’’ 

‘*What is that?“ 

I have sent a dispatch to Gov. Bucking - 
ham to draw on me at sight for , 00. 

This terse language hit the mark. The 
President went to the telegraph office, and 
as he was writing a dispatch similar to that 
sent by Noyes another President hurriedly 
came in and said: 

What are you doing?“ 

‘lam sending a dispatch to the Governor 
raw on us for 80,000.“ 

That's grand. Give mea blank,“ and he, 
having more money in his bank, hurriedly 
wrote: Draw on us for $75,000.’’ 

This settled the money question for the time 
being for New Haven. Numerous other in- 
stances could be recalled where Ben Noyes 
appears as the one to help a friend. His heart 
is warm, his impulses are good. He has done 
more than any other man in his time for the 
pride and prosperity of New Haven. His am- 
bition has been to benefit his fellow-men and

THE FLAG OF TRUCE. 


Peace to Be Declared by the League 
and tion. 


CLAIMS THAT THE T0 BODY WILL 


Beautiful Prospects for Another “Throw 
Down’’— The Browns Victorious at 
Cincinnati—Winnigg Jockeys of This 
Year—Carlsbad Lowers the Colors of 
Yo Tambien—General Sporting News. 


There is little doubt butthat the present 
troubles between the National League and 
American Association will soon be com- 
promised, and negotiation looking toward 
thatendare undoubtedly nowin progress. 
The League has been anxious all along to fix 
up matters, and John T. Brush, who isin 
charge of the Cincinnati member of that 
organization, has been traveling around for 
some time and holding conferences with 
Association magnates. The Cincinnati 
League team is owned by the other League 
clubs, and Brush is merely a salaried repre- 
sentative of that organization, so that any 
steps he takes must be done as the agent of 
the National League. The following from the 
Pittsburg Dispatch, a National League organ, 
shows clearly that negotiations are evidently 
in progress and that the League is anxious 
for a compromise: 

Capt. Anson of the Chicago team usually 
knows what is going on in the inner circles, 
and when he was asked last night whether 
this base ball war would be settled 
this fall, or whether it was to be continued 
next year, his‘reply was emphatic and to the 
point, 

“The Association will come in out of the 
wet, he seid. ‘‘They need protection, and 
they will get it. Base ball is too noble a 
sport to be riined, and that would be the re- 
sult if these differences are to be permitted 
to continue. They lost us considerable money 
in the spring, but we are all right 
now, and the different League clubs are 
making money, while the Association is a 
losing venture. 

‘*Suppose the magnates decided not to 
come in and seek the protection of the na- 
tional agreement, who would be the loser? 
The players’ contracts expire in the fall, and 
as they have some good material in the ranks, 
do you imagine for one instant the League 
clubs would not all be after their stars? I 
have received numbers of letters from men 
now playing in the Association asking for 
positions on my team, and they are good 
players, too. If the magnates of the Associa- 
tion intend carrying on a losing fight, am I to 
be expected to lend them passive aid when I 
have the chance to strengthen my team at 
their expense? 

Baseball will be restored to its former po- 
sition and warfare will be a thing of the past. 
Neither side has anything to gain by continu- 
ingthe struggle and the whole thing can 
easily be adjusted by the Association asking 
for readmission tothe fold. The game must 
be elevated and the way to do it is for the 
leaders and players allto work in harmony 
with each other; andthis will be the case 
next season, unless Iam very much out in 
my reckoning. 

‘*I see some talk in the papers about the 
Assoc lation putting a team in this eity, he 
continued. What do the projected backers 
expect? Have they not learned by the ex- 
perience of the Brotherhood teams last year 
that there isno money here for two clubs? 
The League is here to stay, and it being 
League territory we would win out in the 
fight.’’ 

While the League has opened the negotia- 
tions, it is evidently endeavoring to get the 
Association to make the first public over- 
tures, probably claiming that this is in the 
best interests of the game, as it would make 
the National Agreement have more terrors 
for new associations which might spring up 
in opposition to it, as the old Union Associa- 
tion and Players’ League did. The following 
telegram comes from Cincinnati to-day: 

CINCINNATI, O., July 24.—There are official whis- 
pers ot peace in the air as regards the fight now 
wagin etween the American Association and Na- 
alas Lennee. The Association people are tired of 
the fray and it is said that President Kramer of that 
body has declared that the war must end, even if 
he has to make the first offer of peace. This decis- 
ion on the part of the Association will delight every 
true lover of the game. 

It carries out the plan intimated by Anson 
in his interview in Pittsburg. If the Associa- 
tion agrees to any such arrangement 
it will find that the National League 
will ‘‘throw it down’’ as it did the 
Players’ League,when the latter surrendered 
to the older body after having the old League 
whipped to a stand still. The Association 
has the upper hand in this fight, despite the 
claims to the contrary of the League people 
and the partisan correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press at Cincinnati, and if the Associa- 
tion for the sake of harmony goes before the 
country as the whipped dog it will be a grave 
mistake on its part. The Association can get 
more and better players from the League 
than the latter organization can from 
it and the League magnates well 
know this. It is the League 
which should be made to acknowledge de- 
feat. Pittsburgand Brooklyn both want As- 
sociation teams, and there should be no sur- 
render on the part of that body. If the 
Association weakens and is again done up by 
the League, as it deserves to be in sucha 
case, it will have few sympathizers in St. 
Louis or elsewhere. It has been tricked often 
enough in this way by the older body to have 
profited by the lesson. 

George Munson, Secretary of the St. Louis 
Browns, who has been as active as anybody 
in placing the Association club in Cincinnati, 
Says the reports coming from Cincinnati that 
President Kramer is calling for a compromise 
with the League emanated from League 
quarters and there is absolutely no truth in 
it. The. League people in “Cincinnati are 
smarting under the fact that the Association 
will under nocircumstances give up Cincin- 
nati, and they are engaged in the 
circulation of false and malicious 
reports about them out of revenge. The 
Association, Mr. Munson states, has not 
found the present base ball war disastrous 
as alleged in the telegram, and is not at all 
worried about the outcome of its disagree- 
ment with the League. The younger body 
has been more than holding its own with the 
League at Cincinnati and elsewhere. 

THE EASTERN LEAGUE IN TROUBLE. 

BUFFALO, N. I., July 24.~President White 
of the Eastern Base Ball Association was in 
the city last night en route to Toronto. He 
said the jig was upat Syracuse, and that he 
was on his way to Toronto for the purpose of 
attempting to place the Syracuse club there. 
He is confident that Toronto will accept it, 
butin case it should not the club will be 
placed somewhere else. Mr. White 
has called a meeting of the as- 
sociation to be held in Albany Sat- 
urday night, when all difficulties will be ad 
justed. There was a rumor in circulation 
here yesterday that the Buffalo Club was 
likely to disband. Manager Powers said this 
morning that the rumor was highly exagger- 
ated. Itistrue, he said, thatthe directors 
are discouraged at the meager attendance at 
the gamesin thiscity forsome time past, 
and unless they are patronized more libe
